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City of Elba receives enhancement funds for downtown sidewalk improvements

Elba Mayor James Grimes 
received good news by mail last 
week when he received a letter 
from. Governor Bob _ Riley 
announcing approval of an 
application for enhancement 
funds, 

In the letter, Riley said the 
city’s FY2005 application for 
Federal Transportation 
Enhancement funds has been 
approved for the city square 
sidewalk improvements in’ the 
amount of $349,444.87, 

“L-am_very pleased to advise 


you of the award of these funds 
to this worthwhile project,’ 
Riley said. 

The sidewalk improvements 
have been a goal for the overall 
downtown revitalization project 
for the City of Elba for quite 
some time, and news of the 
awardance of the enhancement 
funds was happily accepied. 

“We are really excited,” said 
Kaye Whitworth, executive 


director of the Elba C hamber of 


Commerce. “I believe this proj- 
ect will really enhance the 
downtown area.” 

The total cost-of the project is 


anticipated to be $466,669.15 
with. $117,224.28 being the 
city’s portion of the cost. 
Whitworth said the main idea 
of the project is do create brick 
sidewalks around the downtown 
square. She said she hopes the 
awarded funds will allow all 
four sides of the square to be 
bricked at the same time, 
Concrete will surround the 
brick designs, and Whitworth 
said the project also allows for 
lamp posts to be installed 
around the sidewalks. Also, 
there will be landscaped areas 
designed at strategic points

The Elba Public Library con- 
tinues to search for ways to be an 
active part of the community, and 
during the month of February the 
library hopes to bring citizens in 
to check out the talents and abil- 
ities of some local artists.

Encourage one another 


Chuck Swindoll, in Laugh Again, compares the game of football 
with life. He also talks about the need to “hang tough” in the 
Christian walk. He says that those who hang tough have the best 
chance of winning and also find the greatest satisfaction and delight 
in their years on earth. He goes on to say that no matter what our 
function in life, hanging tough over the Jong haiil is still the invest- 
ment that pays the richest dividends in life. Moses was a man of 
God who stood tall among his contemporaries, yet there were times 
that no matter how tough he was, he needed encouragement. His 
need for this is seen in Exodus chapter 17. 

Paul was in prison when he wrote the letter to the Philippians. He 
is a great example of hanging tough in the struggle of the Christian 
life. Dr. Alan Redpath once said, “When God wants to do an impos- 
sible task, He takes an impossible man and crushes him.” Paul was 
such a man. Looking at Paul's comments in Philippians chapter 3 

_ you see at least five ideas emerging that should encourage you to 
hang tough in your Christian walk. His philosophy of living the 
Christian life while hanging tough might well be summarized in the 
following five ideas: 

First, the Christian plan is progress because perfection is not pos- 
sible for the Christian, Pau] states that he is not perfect. He says I 
have not obtained it, “It” here refers to Christlikeness, which to 
Paul meant true and complete godliness with no room for improve- 
ment. Nobody on earth qualifies for this one. Paul made it clear that 
he had not arrived, but was still very much in the race of 

| Christlikeness, 

Part of the reason hanging tough is tough is the imperfection that 
continues to mark our lives. We are imperfect, living in an imper- 
fect world; surrounded by imperfect people, who continue to model 
imperfections on a daily basis, Keeping that in mind will help you 
to press on toward the goal in spite of the lack of perfection. If you 
can see changes for the better in your own life, you are on the right 
road, 

Second, Christians who hang tough and encourage others realize 
that the past is over, learns from it, forgets it and moves on with life. 
The word that Paul used when he wrote, “forgetting what. lies 
behind” means fully forgetting, completely forgetting. Paul used 
athletic terms often. Here he was referring to a runner who was out 
in front and never looked back over his shoulder, but rather looked 
to the finish line, Some of the unhappiest people in the world are 
living their lives looking back over their shoulder, Why do that? 
Nothing back there can be changed. What's in the past? Only two 
things, either great attainments and accomplishments or failures 
and defeats. Great attainments and accomplishments can either 
make us proud by reliving them or indifferent by resting on them. 
Failures and defeats can’t help but arouse feelings of guilt and 
shame. Recalling and living in the past saps our energy for facing 
the demands of today. 

Third, the Christian encourager who hangs tough looks to the 
future, knowing the future holds hope, and reaches for it. Paul was 
familiar with the Olympic Games with the chariot racer standing in 

“cart; Jeaning forward to keep his balance, 
haying line, In this race called life, We are'to fate 
forward, anticipating what lies ahead, ever stretching and reaching. 
It is not always easy to press on in the Christian race when we are 
coexisting with the forces of this world that distract us, We need 
encouragement. 

Three questions: 1) Are you making progress - some kind of 
deliberate progress with your life? 2) Have you left the past - fully 
moving on beyond it? 3) Do you passionately pursue some dream 
~ some specific goal? Encourage someone today!

Miller Orchestra on February

Enterprise at the Enterprise 
High School Auditorium. 

The Legendary Glenn Miller 
was one of the most successful 
of all the dance bandleaders 
back in the Swing era of the 
1930’s and 1940's, The’ first 
Glenn Miller Orchestra was 
formed in 1937 and was a finan- 
cial failure. In March. 1938, 
Glenn Miller latinched his sec- 
ond band. Glenn Miller disband- 
ed his musical organization in’ 
1942, volunteered for the Army 
and then organized and led the 
famous Glenn Miller Army Air 
Force Band. At the height of his 
popularity, on December 15, 
1944, Major Glenn Miller took 
off in a single engine plane from 
England — against his better 
judgment — to precede his band 
to France and was never seen 
again. The Army — officially 
declared him dead. one year 
later. 

Due to popular demand as the 
result of the successful motion 
picture, The Glenn Miller Story, 
starring James Stéwart and June 
Allyson, the Miller Estate 
authorized the formation of the 
present Glenn Miller Orchestra 
in 1956 under the direction of 
drummer’ Ray ~ McKinley. 
McKinley became the unofficial 
leader of the Army Air Force 
Band after Miller’s disappear- 
arice. Since then, other leaders 
have followed, including. clar- 
inetists Buddy DeFranco and 
Peanuts Huncko, trombonists 
Buddy Morrow, Jimmy 
Henderson, Larry O'Brien and 
tenor saxophonist Dick Gerhart. 

Larry O'Brien returned as the 
musical director of the Glenn 
Miller Orchestra in’ 1988 and 
holds that position today after 
having been its. leader from 
1981- 1983, Larry played with 
the orchestra in the 1960's when 
Ray McKinley was the leader. 
Larry. has been involved with 
big bands during most of his 
career. He performed with 
Sammy Kaye, Buddy Morrow, 
Ralph Marterie, Ray Eberle, 
Billy May, Les Elgart, Boyd 
Raeburn, Art Mooney and Lee 
Castle and for several years was 
the leader of the group backing 
Frank Sinatra, Jr.

Grass carp help 
control weeds 
in farm ponds 


By, Stan Windham 


The grass carp, a native of 
Russian and Chinese rivers, was 
imported into the United States 
in 1963 for aquatic weed control 
and to be used as food, From the 
beginning, the grass carp con- 
trolled most underwater and 
some floating weeds in. ponds. 
Unlike the common carp found 
in Alabama waters, grass carp 
do not stir up bottom mud. 

Grass carp need running 
water to spawn and they will not 
spawn in ponds, Each day, they 
can eat two to three times theif 
own weight in aquatic plants 
and they may gain 5 to 10 
pounds in a single year, When 
properly stocked in: ponds, the 
grass carp contro! filamentous 
algae (pond moss) and underwa- 
ter rooted plants, They also con- 
trol floating duckweeds’ and 
water fern, When stocked at rec- 
ommended rates, grass carp do 
not interfere with other fishes, 
They also do not interfere with 
fishing and can be caught with 
some difficulty on a hook and 
line using worms or grass as 
bait. 

Larger grass carp (8 to 10 
inches) should be stocked in 
ponds with established bass 
populations. Smaller fingerlings 
(2 to 6.inches) should be used 
only when predators are absent 
or in newly stocked ponds 
where the predators are. about 
the same size as the grass carp. 
Smaller fingerlings can also be 


stocked in catfish ponds, Grass ‘ 


carp are readily eaten by bass 
and other fish-cating fish, 

It takes time for grass carp to 
bring a weed problem under 
control, Weeds may or may not 
be controlled at the end of the 
first growing season, 


ll light

Families can again enjoy 
quality time together fishing, 
Childhood memories of fishing 
with parents’ and~ grandparents 
are an important part of the fish- 
ing experience to many anglers. 
Families can create new fishing 
memories as State Public 
Fishing Lakes, which have 
returned to their fishing season 
schedule and are open six or 
seven days each week, Alabama 
has 23 State Public’ Fishing 
Lakes scattered in 20 counties 
throughout Alabama. 

State Public Fishing Lakes, 
also known as county lakes, are 
popular with familiés because of 
the abundance of bank access, 
on-site concessions and rest- 
rooms, fishing piers, and good 
fishing. 

Families wanting to go boat- 
ing can launch their own boat. 
Fishing boats are welcome at the 
lakes, but most lakes do not 
allow the use of outboard 
motors. Families without a boat 
can enjoy fishing from a rented 
boat for $2 a day, Additional 
charges are added for anglers 
who need to rent lifejackets or 
who want to enjoy additional 
accessories such as a trolling 
motor or anchors, 

State Public Fishing Lakes 
have excellent fishing, Although 
the highest numbers of fish are 
caught at these lakes during 
May and early June, many large 
bass are often caught in the early 
spring. Some of these lakes have 
crappie, another favorite~ with 
early season anglers. Smaller 
lakes like State Public Fishing 
Lakes and ponds warm up earli- 
ér in spring than Alabama's larg- 
er reservoirs, so a few warm 
days can make the fish more 
active in small lakes, 

State Public Fishing Lakes are 
owned and managed by the 
Alabama Wildlife and 
Freshwater Fisheries Division of 
the Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources, Lake managers oper~ 
ate these lakes by renting fishing 
boats and other equipment, and 
by selling snacks, bait, fishing 
equipment, fishing licenses, and 
daily permits. Daily permits cost 
$2 a day ($2.50 at Pike County

While we often hear that 

humans can survive longer 
without food than without 
water, the vital role that water 
plays in almost every body 
function is more often over- 
looked. Water performs a wide 
range of functions from regulat- 
ing body temperature to helping 
maintain electrolyte balance. It 
helps eliminate waste products, 
and is essential in a variety of 
chemical reactions of metabo- 


‘Jism. As a component of blood, 


water helps carry nutrients and 
oxygen to the cells. 
Schoolchildren learn that 
water is composed of one atom 
of oxygen combined with two of 
hydrogen, and that it can appear 
in- solid, liquid, or gaseous 
forms. Further, they learn: that 
water is often called the “uni- 
versal solvent” because it dis- 
solves more substances than any 
other liquid, Dissolved sub- 
stances in water move through 
roots in plants and blood vessels 


© in animals by capillary action, a 


result of the surface tension of 
water. So wherever water goes, 
80 go important nutrients, 

Water is a vital nutrient in ffs 
own right. The average person's 
body weight is 55 to 75 percent 
water, and solid tissue like mus- 
cle is more than 70 percent 
water. The brain is made up of 
70 percent, the lungs almost 90 
percent, and the blood 82 per- 
cent water. Water is lost each 
day from the body as perspira- 
tion, exhaled water vapor, urine 
and feces. In fact, the average 
adult loses about 10 cups of 
water daily, and it’s essential 
that fluid be replenished. Most 
health professionals recommend 
approximately a quart of water 
for every 1,000 calories burned. 
The standard recommendation 
is to drink the equivalent of 8 
and 12 glasses of water a day. 
Dehydration 
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mised immune system. 

Hot weather and/or exercise 
do not necessarily mean greater 
water losses. In fact, cold 
weather can lead to increased 
fluid needs, As the temperature 
drops, the body must work hard- 
er to maintain normal body tem- 
perature, Furthermore, heated 
air in a room can result in mois- 
ture loss from the skin, And so 
the recommendation to consume 
8 to 12 glasses of water a day 
applies in all sorts of weather, 
cold as well as hot. By the time 
one feels thirsty, about two cups 
of body fluid need to be replaced. 

Signs of moderate dehydra- 
tion include thirst, dry lips, dry 
mouth and/or concentrated urine. 
Severe dehydration results in 
very dry mouth membranes, 
sunken eyes, dry skin, rapid and 
weak pulse; cold-extremities, 
rapid breathing, blue lips, confu- 
sion, lethargy, weakness and/or 
faintness, Hospitalization and 
intravenous fluids are required in 
extreme dehydration 
Water consumption in U.S. 

Americans may be consum- 
ing too little water according to 


a national consumer survey. 


released in 1998 that include 
3,003 people. Only one in five 
met the recommendation to con- 
sume eight glasses of water a 
day. Results of the survey reveal 
that the average American con- 
sumer only 4.6 servings of water 
a day, A breakdown of average 
consumption shows 7.9 servings 
of hydrating liquid daily and 4.9 
servings of dehydrating bever- 
ages a day. Besides water, hydrat- 
ing beverages include juice, milk, 
and/ carbonate soda without caf-

feine. Dehydrating liquids 
include coffee, tea, carbonated 
soda with caffeine, beer, wine, 
and other alcoholic beverages. 

Most Americans are only get- 
ting only about a third of the 
hydrating liquids that they need. 
Most are not drinking enough 
water to begin with, and few real- 
ize that beverages containing caf- 
feine act as diuretics and actually 
contribute to water loss, Clearly, 
there is a vast need for. public 
education concerning the benefits 
of proper hydration and the prob- 
Jems associated with dehydration 
even in its mildest form. 


Conclusion 
Water is calorie-free, 
portable, inexpensive, readily 


available, and absorbed faster 
than any, other beverage, making 
it clearly the beverage of choice; 
Drinking» -water- should. be 
encouraged at an early age. 
Statistics indicate that the rise in 
consumption of soft drinks 
among children and teenagers 
corresponds: strongly to child- 
hood and adolescent obesity. 

Nutrition experts recommend 
a diet high in fiber, fruits, and 
vegetables and water and low in 
saturated fats. Fruits and vegeta- 
bles are high in fiber and con- 
tain 80-95 percent water. They 
are naturally low in saturated 
fat. In other words, by eating 
lots of fruits and vegetables, one 
can easily satisfy all parts of this 
recommendation.

County engineer Randy 
Tindell said this has been an 
ongoing project that everyone 
would like to see complete. He 
suggested the commissioners 
consider paying the $3,375. to 
complete the water line project 
on County Road 517 and hold 
up on the County Road 536 
project until a policy can be cre- 
ated regarding such situations. 

Commissioners confirmed 
that in the past the policy has 
been that the water system incur 
the costs of moving water lines. 

Commissioner Jim Thompson 
said he did not understand the 
$20,000 cost when it was origi- 
nally said this project should be 
only about $8,000. 

“It's the New Brockton water 
line under the road,"’ Thompson 
said, “I think Coffee County is 
going above and beyond to pave 
the road.” 

Commissioners did approve a
